COLOR BLINDNESS. 


The Pennsylvania Itailrnatl Testing; 


tlie Vision of Tnpir <• niplo.vrs 


Pursuant to an order of Superintendent 


•Tames MeCroa, of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, the arduous task of 
examining live thousand employes at- 
tached to the line and working on trains 
and ferryboats, with a view to discover 
to what extent color blindness prevailed 
among them, was commenced yesterday 
morning in a room at the depot in Jer- 
sey City. 
Eight or ten men were called 


in at a time, and were tested in the first 
place for acutuncss of vision, the tost- 
eard being placed at a distance of about 
twenty feet from the observer. It was 
ascertained by this means whether the 
men's eyes were snllicicntly sharp to 
read small type at the disfance men- 
tioned, tin- result in each ease being 
carefully noted. Tho next test was for 
the purpose of discovering whether the 
men wejv able {•> judge of the relative 
distinctness of nbjrvl-- .-.••mi in different 
positions, and

screen twenty feet distant with a strong 
light .behind it, and were then called np- 
on to state in what shape it appeared to 
them. Tho test, however simple it may ap- 
pear to the reader, was by no means so 
to some of the subjects. What appeared 
oval to one seemed triangular to another, 
and vice versa. The color test was then 
proceeded with, and sixteen of the men 
who had passed successfully so far came 
to grief. 
Three skeins of "woolen yarn 


were used, one being light green, the 
second rose, and the third red, and were 
marked respectively 1, 2, 3. 
Each of 


these was placed on" a table in front of 
the person examined at a distance of 
three feet, and, with the vision of either 
eye obstructed by a spectacle frame, the 
man under examination was requested 
to name the color. 
He was also directed 


to pick out a similar shade to the one in 
question from different skeins of woolen 
yarn, numbered from one to thirty-six. 
One young man correctly designated the 
test skein as red. but orfbeing told to se- 
lect a similar shade from the skeins be- 
fore him he picked three shades of blue, 
two of yellow and one of red. 
He could 


distinguish no difference, and the same 
thing happened to half a dozen others 
who followed him. The skeins on the 
row were then divided into three sets, 
with twelve numbers in each, and tho 
men were then examined as to color 
blindness. 
Some were able to distin- 


guish all the shades of green, but failed 
lamentably in picking put the different 
shades of red. 
The work of examina- 


tion occupied the greater part of the day, 
but the importance of the subject has im- 
pressed the Directors great!}-, and it has 
been decided to apply the test to all en- 
f 


ineers, firemen and brakemen in all the 
ranches of the railroad. The Delaware, 


Lackawanna & Western Company, as 
well as the Erie Company, have the sub- 
ject under consideration, and it is likely 
the system will be adopted on their re- 
spective; lines.—.V. Y. Tlrrnl'l. 


The Hebellion Tree. 


Josiali Quincy, writing of Harvard 


sixty years ago, in Thoughts and Events, 
relates this story: " One day in Novem- 
ber, 1S18,1 found a dry twig; pasted upon 
the leaf of my journal ana underneath 
this inscription, ' Resistance to tyrants is 
obedience to God. 
This twig was my 


badge; all the class tore them from tho 
Rebellion Tree and agreed to wear thorn 
in their bosoms.' 
The rough and un- 


mannerly proceedings which character- 
ized this memorable outbreak have long 
since ceased to be possible in first-class 
colleges. 
Boarding in Commons was at 


the time compulsory, and the freshmen 
and sophomores were fed in two largo 
halls, which were separated by folding 
doors. 
These portals were generally 


kept carefully locked and bolted; but one 
Sunday evening they had unhappily been 
left open. 
Taking advantage of this 


circumstance, some sophomore threw a 
plate into the quarters of the freshmen. 
It was prumptly returned; every one 
started up from the tables and a hot 
and furious battle commenced. 
Cups, 


saucers and dishes were used as missiles, 
and the total destruction of the crockery 
belonging to tho college was the result. 
Of course, it was necessary for the gov- 
ernment to take notice of such an out- 
rage as this, and it was soon announced 
that live of my classmates were suspend- 
ed and must leave the town. Two of 
these victims were from New York, two 
from South Carolina and one from Mas- 
sachusetts. Tho students selected hap- 
pened to be very popular, and it seemed 
to us unjust that they alone should be 
punished fov an offense of which so 
many others were equally guilty. Ac- 
cordingly, we followed 'them out of 
Cambridge with shouts and cheers, and, 
on returning, assembled about the Re- 
bellion Tree and awaited results. 
After 


a little time the President's freshman 
came upon the scene, and summoned 
Adams, Otis and myself to appear at 
once in his study. Dr. Kirkland told us 
that he was a good friend of our fathers 
and wished to get us out of mischief; he 
must, accordingly, advise us to leave 
town for the present, and should com- 
mand us at our peril not to return to the 
tree. 
Under the excitement which ruled 


the hour wo promptly went back to the 
rendezvous, and Adams, who was ap- 
pointed our spokesman, addressed tho 
assembly in a vigorous speech. I happen 
to remember the climax of his remarks: 
'Gentlemen, \vo have been commanded, 
at our peril, not to relurn to tho Rebel- 
lion Tree; at our peril we do return.' 
This morsel of defiance seemed to U3 to 
have ;is fine a ring as the famous ' Sink 
or swim, live or die, survive or perish," 
which Daniel Webster subsequently at- 
tributed to the grandfather of the speaker. 
The applause was immense, and wo 
voted to remain in session all da}* and 
to absent ourselves from all college ex- 
ercises. 
Even the rain, which soon be- 


gan to descend, was powerless to. dis- 
perse us. for we adjourned in force to 
the great, porch which then stood in 
front of University Hall. The end of it 
was that there was a new crop of rusti- 
cations and suspensions, and this bur- 
lesque of patriots struggling with tyrants 
gradually played itsclt out and came to 
an end. 
But the events of that fervid 


time impressed themselves so deeply 
upon us that, when 'the great rebellion' 
is spoken of, my first thought is that the 
allusion must be, not to Charles First 
and the Puritans, nor yet to the Amer- 
ican colonists and England, but to thai 
magnificent protest against oppression 


We have heard it calculated by a verv 


moderate Russian Liberal that there are 
at least 25,000 men of the higher ranks 
in Russia who are now either in Siberia, 
or at least exiles from Russia, and aware 
that to return there would cost them 
their liberty at once—of whom not manv 
hundreds are involved in the Nihilist 
conspiracy. 
If anything like that esti- 


mate be the truth, the explanation of this 
wholesale indifference to 2?ihillsm among 
the higher orders of the Russians is ob- 
vious at once. 
Conceive the feelings of 


a Russian family the most promising of 
whom are either in Siberia, or in exilo 
without hope of return, and this for no 
better reason than the suspicions of the 
Police Department. 
Of course, such a 


family feels, and can feel, no sympathy 
with the authorities, and no adequate 
horror at the hand which strikes such 
terror into the authorities. And this in- 
difference 
to 
Nihilism among large 


classes who are not themselves Nihilists, 
of course reacts powerfully on the Nihil. 
ists, makes them feel themselves any- 
thing but outcasts, gives thorn even 
something of the character of heroes in 
thsir own eyes, since, without forfeiting 
the regard and respect of their class, 
they yet go beyond that class, in the 
sacrifices and risks they undergo to re- 
move, as they think, 'the evils tYoru 
?»-hich they all alike suffer.— The .S/>c-o.

Mrs. May Agues Fleming, the author 


of a number of popular novels, died last 
week. 
Mrs. VJcming was a plain, quiet 


woman, slight in figure and delicate in 
health, with a husband who made her 
life wretched and from whom she was 
always hiding. She worked hard for the 
money that he claimed as his right, but 
of which, I am glad to say, she saved 
enough to keep her children in comfort. 
Mrs. Fleming's novels were not of the 
highest order of literary merit; indeed, 
they come under the descriptive list of 
sensational fiction; but they were never 
coarse or immoral. Though she had nev- 
er crossed the ocean, nearly all her scenes 
were laid in England 
I think this was 


as rcmch because she wanted lords and 
ladies to figure through her pages as any- 
thing else. 
She liked to write of castles 


rather than houses, and the wealth of her 
heroines was fabulous, and their beauty 
and accomplishments uudcscribable. Her 
own home, on the outskirts of Brooklyn, 
was as plain as a home, could be. There 
was not the first sign of luxury about 
that little frame house on Lewis Avenue. 
There was no library; in fact, nothing 
indicated the house of a woman who made 
her money by writing books. 
Her bed- 


room was her study, and she generally, 
after the manner of school girls, wrote on 
her lap, an old atlas serving as desk. 
She never wrote in the afternoons, her 
health would not permit it, but only in 
the morning. 
Mrs. Fleming began wri- 


ting at the age of fifteen, when, of 
course, she was very poorly paid for her 
work. 
During tho last years of her life 


she wrote one novel a year, for which 
she was paid 85,000. Carletou afterwards 
published it in book form, and she re- 
ceived fifteen per cent, as her copy-right. 
Few novelists have done better, and few- 
husbanded 1 heir means with greater suc- 
cess, for although she spent money free- 
ly, she left 850,000 to her four children.

The Committee on Equalization was 


juided in part by the following figures, 
:onipiled by the Chairman, L. B. Carle, 
showing tho total sales, as taken from the 
records, during tho past three years, the 
total assessments ou the same property 
for the same length of time, and the 
percentage which the assessments bear to 
the actual sales. By these figures as given 
below, it appears that there has been a 
great variance between some of the towns, 
and that in the cities of Janesville and 
Beloit the county equalization lias beei. 
greater in proportion to the actual sales 
than iu the balance of the county. 
The 


average per cent of assessment to the 
sales in the whole county for the three 
years has been .714, and the average pel- 
cent, in the county outside of the city of 
Janesville has been .705, while in the citj 
of Janesville the per cent has been .759 
and in Beloit .754, and for the city o: 
Janesville for tho last year, the assess- 
ments have been .83 of tlie sales.
